In a later television interview, Abolhassan 
Baoi-Sadr, leader of the ruling Revolutio- 
nary Council's peace mission to Azerbaijan, 
said misinformation by radio and television 
was one of the causes of the Tabriz unrest. 

“Part of the background to the Tabriz 
troubles is that radio and television have not 
been telling people the truth,” Bani-Sadr 
said. 

The Tabriz crowds, while demanding limits 
to the powers the strict new constitution gives 
Khomeini, pledged their loyalty to Iran's 
revolutionary leader, chanting “the whole 
world should know that Khomeini is our 
leader.” 

Bani-Sadr whose peace mission has so far 
only met mostly pro- Khomeini leaders in 
Tabriz, offered no concessions to the unruly 
Azerbaijanis in his interview. Instead, he 
invited them to join other Iranians in building 
the country's progressive forces. 

The Tehran authorities appear to have 
dropped their initial denunciations of the 
Tabriz rebels as plotters, U.S. stooges and 
agents of imperialism, Zionism, and 
SAVAK. . 

The demonstration heard demands which 
imitated to the letter the program of the Mus- 
lim People’s Republican Party (MPRP), 
which claims Shariat- Madari as its spiritual 
leader. 

Earlier this week, Khomeini accused 
MPRP members of not Wing Muslims, a 
remade pointedly contradicted the next day 
by Shariat- Madari. 

Gashes between factions supporting the 
two leading ayatollahs erupted into violence ' 
in Azerbaijan last weekend in which seven 
people died and at least 35 were injured. 

Units of the para-military gendarmerie 
marched with the Tabriz protestors Thursday 
in what local people said was the biggest 
demonstration ever held in the city. 

Rebels from Kurdistan sent messages of 
support. 

■ -A team of Western ambassadors may 
meanwhile visit the Americans held hostage 
in the next day or two as Khomeini s regime 
steps up its efforts to influence the interna- 
tional community. 

Ambassadors from a dozen countries met 
Thursday with Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh to discuss the visits, only hours 
after Khomeini gave approval for indepen- 
dent observers to see the Americans.

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Gold hits 
record;

LONDON, Dec. 14 (R) — The price of 
gold broke yet another record Friday 
although the dollar looked more healthy than 
it has during the last few days of anxiety on ■ 
worid money markets. 

Gold was set at a record fixing- price of $ 
459.50 an ounce on the London bullion mar- 
ket, but this was slightly below Thursday 
night's closing levels of trading when it 
reached $ 461.25 an ounce. 

The foreign exchange markets appeared to 
have calmed down from their nervousness of 
the past three days during which gold has hit a 
record fixing price each day and the dollar has 
faileQ against most major currencies. Earlier 
this week gold was trading at less than $ 440 
an ounce. 

The reason for the gold and currency 
upsets is reported by dealers to be market 
fears about the prospect of higher oil prices. 

The dollar, however, was making a recov- 
ery Friday on European foreign exchange 
markets. 

The pound sterling traded at $ 2.1972, 
down on Thursday’ s$ 2.2050. The pound was 
slightly affected by news that Britain's annual 
inflation rate has risen from 17.2 per cent to 
17.4 per cent, the highest level for two and a 
half years. 

The dollar traded at 1.7383 West German 
marks (compared with 1.7330 Thursday, 

1 .6057 Swiss francs ( 1 .5950), 4.0762 French

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France backs 
increased role 
for Palestine 

PARIS, Dec. 14 (AP) — President Valery 
Giscard cTEstaing has demanded that a 
Mideast settlement “ find for the Palestinian 
people the place in the region to which they 
are entitled. ’* 

Accepting the credentials of the new 
ambassador of Egypt, Muhammad Kamal el 
Din Khalil, and of Bahrain, Salman al 
Sabagh, Giscard cTEstaing said he believed a 
solution had to be based “ on the recognition 
by all the parties of their respective legitimate 
rights. *' 

He called the Palestinians*’ rhe very heart 
of the conflict. ” 

In Cairo, British undersecretary for Fore- 
ign Affairs Bougland Howard said Thursday 
that Britain did not believe the seven- 
month-old talks on Palestinian autonomy 
would provide " total and final " solutions to 
all the problems confronting them. 

Howard, who is on a tour of the Middle 
East to gain first-hand knowledge of 
developments in the area, arrived in Cairo 
Thursday coming from Israel. He spoke to 
reporters after meeting for an hour and a half 
with Egypt’s State Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali. 

He said that after hearing both points of 
view on the tripartite autonomy negotiations 
he “ certainly hoped ” they would provide a 
solution. 

“ We believe the autnomy talks will not 
provide a total and final solution lo all the 
problems, but if they can succeed the? wL» be 
an important step forward, " Howard said. 

The Egyptian- Israeli- American talks on 
self-rule for the 1 .5 million Palestinians living 
in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip have stalled over differing Egyp- 
tian and Israeli interpretations of the extent 
of authority to be given an elected Palestin ian ’ 
council. 

Meanwhile two top Israel Foreign Ministry 
officials will fly to Cairo Tuesday for talks cm 
normalizing relations between Israel and 
Egypt, an Israeli Foreign ministry spokesman 
said Thursday.

Tanker burning in Hormuz 


Washington visit 


MUSCAT, Oman, Dec. 14 (AP) — The 
Uberian-flag oil supertankerEoe/gy, Deter - 
ruination has been reported as badly burning 
and drifting in the Hormuz Strait off the tip of 
Oman Peninsula. 

But the ship’s agents, the Gulf Agency in 
Dubai, Thursday said the 320,000-ton vessel 
was not facing an immediate danger of sink- 
ing. 

"And she is not exactly in the shipping 
lanes.” said agency spokesman. Tor Sand- 
gren, indicating there was no danger to traffic 
in the strategic entrance to the Gulf. 

Most of the Western world’s crude oil 
imports pass through the narrow, U-shaped 
strait. 

Reports last summer warned of possible 
ads of sabotage against oil tankers in the Gulf 
in the wake of the Islamic revolution in Iran 
■and fears of Western military intervention to 


protect the oil routes. 

The Energy Determination is owned by 
United Overseas Petroleum Inc., and man- 
aged by the Hong Kong Golden Peak 
Maritime Agency, 

Sandgren said the fire was caused by an 
explosion on board the ship, but he dis- 
counted sabotage. 

“There is no reason to think that it was 
anything but a regular accident,” he said. 

Sandgren said the blazing tanker was drift- 
ing "in good visibility and a calm sea.”

-CARACAS, Dec. 14 (R) — Venezuela has 
raised the basic average price of its crude oil from 
$18 to $24 a barrel with effect from Friday. Mines 
and Energy Minister Humberto Calderon Berti 
said, 

Calderon said the increased prices would not be 
charged to central American and Caribbean coun- 
tries, at least until the end of the year, in view of the 
problems faced by developing countries. 

The increase aimed at making prices more realis- 
tic and bringing order to the chaos in marketing 
petroleum caused by speculation in the spot mar- 
ket, where prices were more than 40 dollars a bar- 
rel, he said. 

Venezuela, the world’s seventh-largest oil pro- 
ducer and exporter, has a daily output of 2.35 mil- 
lion barrels. It exports 1 .9 million barrels a day, half 
of which is crude oil and the rest in refined products. 

Calderon told a press conference the increases 
included a rise to $26.75 from $22.45 a barrel for 
the lightest 34 degrees API crude, and to $15.40 
from $1 2.80 for a barrel of the heaviest 1 0 degrees 


API crude. 

Premiums will not be charged on top of the new 
price ahead of the Caracas OPEC conference on 
Monday. 

Calderon said OPECs long-term planning com- 
mittee would study the strengthening of the organ- 
ization's Special Fund for Developing Countries 
and plants to turn it into a bank in the medium term. 

He was confident that by next year OPEC would 
have established new mechanisms to satisfy the pet- 
roleum needs of developing countries. 

In Washington the U.S. State Department 
warned that new oil price increases are not ; ustified, 
in view of energy' conservation measures adopted 
by the United States and other industrialized coun- 
tries. 

Asked for comment on reports that producer 
nations plan a price increase department spokes- 
man Thomas Reston said this is part of a pattern of 
price hikes over the past year which has caused 
"very serious harm” to the world economy.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 14 (A P) —

killed several high Afghan offi- 
cials and tbeir families in Kabul 
this month in a revenge for alleged 
political executions, a report from 
Afghanistan says. 

Armed urban residents have 
slain at least 36 senior members 
and officials of the ruling Khalq 
party in recent days, said a reliable 
informant in the capital. There 



Egypt to raise 
cigarette, gas 
prices by 20% 

CAIRO, Dec. 14 (R) — The 
Egyptian government plans to 
raise the price of gasoline and 
cigarettes by almost 20 per cent in 
the new year to meet the cost of 
increased subsidies on essential 
goods, the semi-official news- 
paper Al -Abram said Friday. 

Al •Abram said Premier Mus- 
tapha Khalil also proposed a 50 
percent cut in government spend- 
ing, in a report on Egypt’s draft 
1980 budget. 

The paper said Khalil told par- 
liamentary representatives of the 
ruling National Democratic Party 
(NDP) that the draft budget 
included wage and pension rises 
[for civil servants and public sector 
workers. 

In the proposals, a liter of 
gasoline will go up from 1 1 pias- 
ters (about 16 U.S. cents) to 13 
pasters (about 18 cents). A pac- 
ket of locally made cigarettes will 
cost 31 piasters (about 45 cents) 
instead of 28 piasters (about 40

U.N. raps Israeli practices 


in occupied Arab territories 


Another resolution declared 
that changes in the geographical 
and demographic composition of 
the territories captured by Israel

occupied by Israel since 1967. 
including Jerusalem. 

The final resolution determined 
that all measures and actions) 
taken by Israel designed to change 
the legal status, geographical 
nature and demographic composi- 
tion of the territories " have no 
legal validity. ” 


The report said victims of the 
revenge killing included the com- 
mander, identified as Gulazaman, 
and the staff chief of the SO army 
division, based near Kabul, and 
nearly a dozen family members, 
all slain in or near their homes.

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Supreme Court affirms Carter 
has right to end Taiwan treaty 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 
(Agencies) — President Jimmy 
Carter scored a major victory 
when the Supreme Court removed 
the last obstacle to the termination 
of a mutual defense treaty with 
Taiwan. 

The court Thursday ordered a 
federal court to dismiss a chal- 
lenge over the termination of the 
1954 pact brought by Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R- Arizona) and 24 
other conservative members of 
Congress. 

Termination of the treaty was a 
precondition laid down by Com- 
munist China earlier this year for 
normalizing relations with the 
United States. 

Goldwater challenged the pres- 
ident's decision to end the treaty 
from next Jan. I. maintaining that 
he needed the consent of the 
Senate. 

He said he was disappointed 
that the court had avoided its 
responsibility of explaining the 


law and pledged that he will con- 
tinue to seek controls over the 
termination of treaties “so that 
our retaining allies will not be 
deserted as Taiwan.” 

The court voted 7-2 against 
hearing arguments that the United 
States Constitution requires the 
president to get congressional 
approval before ending a treaty. 

In refusing to hear the case, the 
court did not address the constitu- 
tionality of Carter's action. The 
seven justices who voted against 
the Goldwater group did so for 
differing reasons. 

The court's official statement 
came in a one-paragraph order. It 
sent the case back to a federal trial 
judge “with directions to dismiss 
the complaint" by Goldwater s 
lawyers. 

Justice Lewis Powell Jr. wrote a 
brief concurring opinion in which 
be said the case was "not ripe for 
judicial review.”

Tiny Lesotho plagued by insurrection 


JOHANNESBURG. Dec. 14 
( AP) — The tiny African kingdom 
of Lesotho is embroiled in an 
insurrection, one which is often 
overlooked amid the conflicts of 
its bigger neighbors. 

Hundreds of refugees recently 
have fled to South Africa, which 
surrounds Lesotho. There are 
unconfirmed reports of at least a 
score of dead in fighting between 
Lesotho's security forces and their 
opponents, mostly in isolated 
mountain regions in the north. 

A Johannesburg newspaper 
reported earlier this week that 
opponents of the prime minister. 
Chief Leabua Jonathan, 
announced the establishment of a 
“liberation army." 

Insurrection, mainly bomb 
explosions in public buildings, has 
simmered in the Belgium-sized 
territory since 1970, when 
Jonathon nullified the first elec- 
tions held since independence 


from Britain in 1966. 

The chief, whose party won a 
pre-independence election in 
1965. nullified the results of the 
1970 balloting when it became 
evident that opposition, rhe 
Basutoland Congress Party 
( BCP), was defeating his Basuto- 
land National Party. Basutoland 
was the pre-independence name 
for l.e«o'h-x 

Jonathan has ruled the nation 
since then with semi-dictatorial 
powers and an acquiescent parli- 
ament which he appointed. 

Press reports here have linked 
the liberation army to the BCP. 
which has been banned since 
1970. 

Police have erected roadlocks in 
the rugged Butha Buthe region, 
near the northern border, where 
most of the. violence has been 
reported. 

Jonathan went to the region 


recently and told a public rally that 
explosives used by BCP insurgents 
came from South Africa, an infer- 
ence that Pretoria might be behind 
the new’ violence. 

Foreign Minister Roelof Botha 
had earlier rejected such claims as 
untrue. 

South African officials gener- 
ally take a hands-off attitude to 
Lesotho, presumably because it 
poses no threat. Relations, how- 
ever. are strained — both by 
Lesotho's frequent criticism of 
apartheid and by Jonathan's 
moves to open diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cuba and Mo 2 ambique. 

Most of Lesotho's people are 
subsistence farmers and their per 
capita income of around $160 a 
year makes their nation one of the 
world" s poorest. 

Lesotho has jobs for about 7 per 
cent of its workforce in a total 
population of 1.2 million. 


, SEOUL, Dec. 14(AP) — Pres-

Gen. Cboo Young- bo k, until 
recently air force chief of staff, was 
named to bead the defense minis- 
try. He replaces defense minister 
Ro Jae-hyun, who had been 
expected to stay on before the ; 
military shakeup but was dropped 
because be was too closely associ- 
ated with former martial law 
commander Gen. Chung Seung- 
hwa. the leader of the moderate 
faction, sources said. 

Gen. Kim Chong- h wan, the 
present chairman of the joint 
chiefs of staff, takes over the pow- 
erful home ministry which con- 
trols the national police and all 
provincial governments. 

Park Sang-gi, a former govern-, 
ment prosecutor who is currently 
on the centra] election committee 
and was a supporter of assassi-:

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CANADA’S VOTE 


It would be an exaggeration to say that the Zionist lobby in 
Canada succeeded in destroying the CJark cabinet so quickly. 
The major factors in the Canadian prime minister’s downfall 
are probably domestic, a combination of the internal difficul- 
ties the country is facing and the new prime minister' s lack of 
experience. 

The Zionist lobby in Canada was instrumental in bringing 
Clark to power. Their financial support for his electoral cam- 
paign was given in exchange for a promise to move the Cana- 
dian embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, with all 
what this implies in regard to Jerusalem' s status. But the Arab 
and Muslim reactions which followed made it necessary for 
Clark to renege on his promise. 

The lesson the Arabs learnt from this was twofold. There 
was firstly the realization of the powerful pressure the Arab 
world could exert on the international level once unity of 
purpose and resoluteness are achieved. There was secondly 
the wider implication : which is that the Arabs felt, perhaps 
for the first time, the sterility of their old world-outlook, in 
which the international community was divided clearly into 
those powers which were pro- Arab and those which were not. 

The point is not of course that the Arabs succeeded in 
changing the Canadian prime minister' s attitude regarding the 
situation in the Middle East. It was merely that the dynamic 
aspect of political reality, in countries always considered close 
to Arab arguments became realized. Such a country* s politics, 
the views of its leaders, it was demonstrated, were not a matter 
cut and dried, but the resultant of a complex process of pres- 
sures and counter pressures in which the electoral promise or 
even the professed convictions of this parly or that leader are 
only factors, and are by no means always the decisive ones. 

The Canadian episode itself is not very important; but it 
provided an education in realism to many Arab countries. In 
fact, it was the growing realism of the Arab world itself in 
handling its most important challenge, that enabled Arabs to 
take a cool, calculating look ar the world outside, and see it in 
other than the old Manichean light.

Fahrf s assertion on the existence 
of “a splendid coherence between 
the leadership and the people,” 
Al -Jaarah said that “all Saudi 
Arabians are one family closely 
attached to their motherland and 
the Islamic heritage. The blood of 
the martyrs will continue to 
remind that Saudi Arabians are 
capable of taking the risks for the 
sake of God and their King and 
country.” 

Referring to the malicious 
propaganda by the hostile ele- 
ments, the paper said that would 
not affect the country “since it 
derives its strength from the 
Islamic Sharia which it applies in 
all its political, diplomatic and 
economic activities.

Islam is in worldwide renaissance. But in some 
countries its resurgence is provoking acute anxiety. 
In Communist Yugoslavia — a country with well 
over three million Muslims on the doorsteps of 
Western Europe — officials seem to be taking 
fright 

Some Yugoslav Muslims have apparently been 
infected with a new spirit and the government is 
moving quickly to halt this in its tracks as well as any 
aspirations for political union within the Islamic 
world. 

The focus of attention — and no less a personage 
than 87-year-old President Tito rushed from a tir- 
ing visit to Romania to a Muslim area hot in the 
news here — is the wild and beautiful Republic of 
Bosnia. 

Set against the forested mountains, so typical of 
Europe and now gathering snow as the winter 
approaches, are the white minarets of hundreds of 
mosques — 100 just in Sarajevo alone. During the 
day the muezzins can be heard calling the faithful — 
and nearly half the population of the republic are . 
Muslims — to prayer. 

The considerable Yugoslav Muslim community 
spills over eastwards from the mountains of Bosnia 
into parts of Monte oegro and Kosovo, where most 
of the population is Albanian. There are also Mus- 
lims in western Macedonia bordering Greece. 
Westwards are Christians — Orthodox and 
Catholic. 

Except for the Albanians — and they account tor 
a good number and think of themselves as Alba- 
nians — the rest are mostly southern Slavs. They are 
descendants of converts after the Turkish invasions 
which swept over the Balkans in the 14th century. 

The Bosnian Muslims are special. They do not 
just feel as a religious community but as a nation as 
well. And in the 1971 census they were for the first 
time allowed to call themselves just this. 

At this time they accounted for just 40 percent of 
the population of the republic. Serbs were 37 per 
cent and Croats 21 per cent. In the 1981 census 
Muslims are expected to be in an absolute majority 
in Bosnia. 

But now suddenly — just as the revolutionary 
students in Iran hold the American diplomatic staff 
captive and the Yugoslavs voice their disapproval 
— there are signs that the authorities are worried 
about the underlying situation among the Muslims 
in the heart of their country. 

Revolutionary Islam and religious socialism had 
no place in Yugoslavia, so a special symposium . 
earlier this month was told. Yugoslavs had to 


oppose pan- Islamic tendencies. 

This need hardly have been said— nor need the 
symposium have ever been called significantly in 
Bosnia — had something not been stirring. 

And another Muslim speaker left no- doubt that -; 
some Bosnian Muslim leaders had crossed the for-V- : 
bidden boundary into politics. 

They were attempting to take over the responsi- 
bility for the national . individuality of Muslims. 
They were using the term ‘brother Muslims’. The 
inference to be drawn from this seemed to be; they 
were suggesting that Muslims in Yugoslavia, the 
country with the most colorful mixture of 
nationalities and rcUgions, were united by religion 
instead of brotherhood. 

But outspoken words at a symposium on the 
national question is not ail that suggests currents 
below the apparently placid waters. 

In recent weeks newspapers have entered the 
fray. Their question seems to be: How could .some 
Muslims — and the religious leaders and Prepared 
are singled out — have the gall to interfere in ques- 
tions or politics? 

Immediately before President Tito’s visit to the 
Muslim communities around Poric, meetings were 
held by the local people to protest at the behaviour 
of their religious leaders. 

What this all adds up to is difficult for an outsider 
to grasp. But the open protest over-the articles in 
one of the papers is .unprecedented. It is indicative 
of the growing confidence and assertiveness of the 
' Muslims in Bosnia. 

“Something has- happened.” commented one 
baffled observer, pointing to the warnings over 
revolutionary Islamic feeling. “ But I am not very 
worried.” 

There can be no doubt that the Muslims — and 
the authorities have favored them. — are feeling a 
growing sense of confidence, not just because of the 
granting of national status. 

“There is a greater and greater interest in Islam 

— not just here in Yugoslavia but worldwide,” said 
Dzrma! Salihsphic, the director of the 500-year-old 
Medrese ( Muslimschool) in Sarajevo. He shows an 
obvious pride in the fact that the school has not only 
been recently rebuilt and now has an Islamic 
faculty, but applications outstrip places two to one. 

. “Islam in Yugoslavia has no political aspira- 
tions,” adds Professor Hamija Cemerlic of the 
newly-opened Islamic farm] ty. 

But there is no doubt that all signs point to the 
Muslim community —and the authorities support it 
financially as they do other religions — in Yugos- 
lavia growing in numbers and faith. They have a 
higher birth-rate than most other nationalities.

Morocco back on a winning course in Sahara

RABAT — 

A significant change of military strategy in 
vforocco's wearing four-year war 1° the Western 
Sahara has strengthened the sometimes sbakv 
throne of King Hassan 11. 

After years of frustrating defeats at the hands of 
hit-and-run desert guerrillas of the Polisario Front 
and growing discontent over the way that the king 
was directing the war, the Moroccan armed forces 
have begun to overcome what only a few months 
ago were alarming deficiencies. In the process they 
have scored a series of striking successes. 

The result has been a surprising upsurge in the 
popularity of the Moroccan monarch and a boost in 
pride and morale among Morocco’s 18 million fre- . 
quently divided and contentious people, many of 
whom were thought to be verging on revolt over 
calamitous economic conditions less than a year 


Despite renewed strength both in the royal 
palace and in the forbidding Sahara battle fields, 
however, there appears to be no end in sight to the 
costly, grinding war, in the view of most observers 
here. With continued supplies from Algeria and 
Libya, the 7,000 to 10,000 Polisario fighters, whose 
casualties reportedly have been replenished by 
recruits from the nomadic tribes of Mali, Niger and 


Mauritania, appear to remain determined and 
highly motivated. Their struggle against Moroccan 
claims to the Western Sahara could continue inde- 
finitely, unless a negotiated solution puts an end to 
h. Compromise — or even negotiations — is consi- 
dered unlikely, however. 

But military observers here report that 
Morocco's new strategy of drawing the Polisario 
into major battles and avoiding the old hit-and-run 
ambushes has bought time for the king. 

Hassan has been king since 1961. when he suc- 
ceeded his father, Muhammad V, who had ruled the 
northwest African nation since 1956 when the 
French and Spanish withdrew their half-century- 
old protectorates. Hassan has taken a generally 
pro-Western course in the affairs' of his region. 

During the early years of the war, which began 
almost as soon as Morocco and Mauritania assumed 
control of the old Spanish Sahara following Spanish 
withdrawal in 1975, the Moroccans adopted a 
strategy of what one of their officers called ” the 
battle of a hundred points.” Small garrisons 
occupied dozens of relatively insignificant outposts 
— reminiscent of the old desert camps of the Span- 
ish foreign legion — where they and their supply 
convoys became sitting ducks for lightning raids by 
the desert-wise Pofbario, the indigenous people of 
the Sahara who are seeking independence. 


The guerrillas knew the trackless wastes of the 
150,000-square-mile area while their confused 
opponents did not. 

Since August, however, a new Moroccan strategy 
has evolved, ironically it was catalyzed by a series of 
bold conventional attacks by Polisario guerrillas 
operating uncharacteristically in large, concen- 
trated numbers. Many of the insignificant desert 
outposts have been given up and Moroccan forces 
have been redeployed at heavily defended major 
population centers such as Laayoune. Smara and 
Dakhla. where virtually all of the Saharans who 
have not joined the Polisario or fled to refugee 
camps in Algeria now live. 

One Moroccan officer likened the strategy to a 
naval deployment in which the major population': 
centers are like aircraft carriers, the desert like the 
sea and the Polisario like submarines, there to be 
searched out by Morocco’s new French-built Mir- 
age jets. 

The addition of the American Brono OV-10 
armed reconnaissance planes, Cobra helicopter 
gunships, anti-tank missiles, armored personnel 
carriers and heavy duty trucks, which President 
Jimmy Carter has asked Congress to approve, will 
eventually enhance the " submarine search ” and ' 
make it tougher for the Polisario to roam the desert 
at will, military sources here believe. 


Even though the American weapons — if 
approved by Congress — will be six or more months 
in the pipeline before they reach Morocco's 40,000 
man expeditionary force in the Sahara, Western 
military observers here believe the King’s troops 
are well enough equipped to retain the upper hand 
they have recently gained. - 
. , Since August, when Mauritania made what in 
effect was a separate peace with the Polisario, there 
have been seven major battles between the Moroc- 
cans and Polisario attack columns numbering up to 
2,500 men. . . 

In every case both sides issued exaggerated 
claims of enemy losses, but a reliable source said the 


overall outcome of the fighting was 'a shift in 
Morocco’s favor. 


Since then, however, the Kong's popularity has 
increased, largely because of the war gains. The 
single unifying issue in Moroccan politics is the war 
to keep Western Sahara. Even the Communist 
Party ardently supports the war, and most opposi- 
tion politicians are even more hawkish than the 
king. 

For complex historical reasons, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of Moroccans consider the entire 
Western Sahara, including the southern third given 
up last August by Mauritania and promptly 
occupied by Morocco as an integral part of their 
nation. — (LAT) 


Detente to survive the missiles controversy

LONDON - 

The Soviet leader, Leonid Brezhnev, proved two 
weeks ago that he had meant business when he 
offered unilateral withdrawal of So vet troops from 
East Germany in exchange for arms control talks. 
Western journalists were invited to witness the 
departure of the first of 20.000 Soviet soldiers and 
of 1,000 tanks. 

The first contingent left Wittenberg on Wednes- 
day December 5 aboard trains bound for Russia. 
On the same day a two-day meeting of Warsaw Pact 
Foreign Ministers began in East Berlin, resulting in 
a communique outlining the Soviet bloc' s position 
towards last Wednesday’s NATO Council decision 
on the modernisation of its medium-range missiles. 

The meeting in East Berlin was one of the final 
efforts by the Warsaw Pact States to influence 
NATO, and the troop withdrawal was stage- 
managed to impress delegates to the congress of 
West Germany’s governing Social Democratic 


Party in West Berlin, who were to vote on the same 
issue. 

As it happened. Chancellor Helmut Schmidt car- 
ried about 90 per cent of the congress vote in favor 
of his stance to build and deploy NATO’s new 
medium-range missiles but to enter negotiations 
with Moscow at the same time. ! 

The wording of the Warsaw Pact communique 
was conciliatory enough to leave the door open for 
negotiations on arms control in Central Europe. 
The Warsaw Part Foreign Ministers wanted against 
the acceleration of the arras race, as did Moscow’s 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko when he was in 
Bonn last month. 

However, Gromyko'sstemstatementthataderi- 
sion by NATO to build the new * Eurostrategic’ 
missiles would destroy the basis for any negotia- 
tions on arms control has been significantly mod- 
ified since. 

The Soviet press has explained there was a * mis- 
understanding' of Gromyko's press statement in 


Bonn, due to translation difficulties. The East Ber- 
lin communique now says negotiations would 
become impossible if NATO’s plans were realized. 
This means there are about four years during which 
negotiations can be conducted — the period bet- 
ween the decision to build the new missiles and their 
deployment. 

Neither Gromyko in Bonn, nor the Warsaw Pact 
Foreign Ministers in East Berlin said a word about 
the Soviet SS-20 mobile missiles and the Backfire 
bomber which have been developed ahead of the 
new ‘Eurostrategic’ missiles of the West and are 
already deployed, according to Western intellig- 
ence reports. 

The Soviet leaders have tried, by a mixture of 
persuasion, threats and pledges of partial disarma- 
ment, to strengthen the small minority of NATO 
leaders who favor postponement of plans to provide 
new nuclear weapons. 

Norway. Denmark and Holland are inclined to 
talk to the Soviet Union first about arras control 


before going ahead with the building of missiles 
Chancellor Schmidt, however, like NATOs othe 
‘big fouf leaders — America, Britain and Italy * 
has taken the view that the growing superiority ah yv 
the Soviet bloc has to be counterbalanced. 

Last week the Dutch Premier Andries van Ac 
suffered a defeat in Parliament on the issue, and hj 
may have to resign over his position on the ‘Euros? 
crategic’ missiles. 

There are clear indications that detente policj fjL' 
will continue regardless of NATO’s, decision J 
catch up with the Eastern bloc. The East Berli 
co mm u n ique stresses the importance of SALT-J 
and indicates Moscow’s . interest in beginniq 
negotiations on SALT HI as soon as SALT H b$ 
been ratified. I 

Further, Chancellor Schmidt and the East Gej 
man party leader, Erich Honecker, have agreed jj 
meet early next year. If a new cold war were in to 
offing, the two Germanies would hardly be able < 
continue such dose co-operation. — (OFNS) 7

The subject of our present 
inquiry has nothing to do with the 
Caliphate during the Islamic era; 
its origin, its theological sanction, 
or its historical background. It 
deals with the Caliphate as a tool 
for political Pan-lslamism. 

The Caliphate has been one of 
the most serious problems since 
the beginning of the 20th Century 
to all people from different walks 
of life in the Muslim World. As 
yet, it has not found a solution. For 
this reason 1 have chosen the revi- 
val of the Caliphate in the 20th 
Century as the topic of this paper, 
since it concerns all Muslim 
Marions and, in particular the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia the seat 
of Islam. As such the Muslim 
World looks up to Saudi Arabia 
for inspiration and leadership and. 
most important of all, for reviving 
Islamic solidarity and identity. 

The simple statement of the 
Turkish Grand National Assem- 
bly of 1924 that abolished the 
Caliphate and sent the Caliph into 
exile did not fully solve the prob- 
lem. On the contrary, the aboli- 
tion created a general reaction in 
the Islamic World, especially 
among the Indian Muslims. The 
abolition had been carried out 
from two different points of view, 
spiritual and political. Naturally 
both points of view did not pass 
without discussion in the Muslim 
World. 

To prepare for the abolition of 
the Caliphate in 1 924 and put an 
end to the religious arguments jus- 
tifying it, the Grand National 
Assembly issued at the end of 

1922 a semi-official unsigned 
document which had been pre- 
pared by a group of ulema under 
the direction of a member of Par- 
liament. This document is very 
important because it expresses the 
religious argument upon which 
the Republicans based their aboli- 
tion of the Caliphate. 

This event was reiterated by an 
artide published in the Egyptian 
daily newspaper Al-Ahra<n in 

1923 by- Abdul Ghani Suni, which 
argued that the question of the 
Caliphate was not a matter of 


theology but one of Law. 

Meanwhile, we must not forget 
that the outcome of the First 
World War 11914-1918) caused 
certain repercussions in the 
Islamic World, The subsequent 
discussions and agitations led to 
three main results, the first was the 
acceptance of King Husayn of the 
Hijaz of the oath of allegiance 
( Bayu) to him as Caliph on March 
3rd, iy24; both the Kingdom and 
the Caliphate came quickly to an 
end after his defeat at the hand of. 
Abdul- Aziz Ibn-Saud the then 
ruler of Nejd region. 

Husayn s act was encouraged 
and was prepared for by England 
since the beginning of the First 
World W3r in order to win the 
Arab leaders to the side or the 
British Empire against the Otto- 
man Empire. England found the 
problem of the Caliphate a very 
suitable game of hide-and-seek to 
play on with all parries involved. 

As for the second result of the 
confusion created by the abolition 
of the Caliphate in 1 924, we find 
that great Muslim writers and well 
known thinkers of the time pub- 
lished books and wrote articles 
and reviews in the daily press. The 
third result appeared in the Egyp- 
ztan ulema's action who 
announced that the Caliphate of 
Abdul Majid the last Ottoman 
Caliph was not legal since the 
Islamic religion does not accept a 
Caliph in exile. 

Thus they began to prepare for 
an Islamic Congress for the 
Caliphate to be held in Cairo in 
1925, to which representatives 
from all the Islamic World would 
be invited.This Congress was 
encouraged and planned at the 
instigation of King Fouad, who 
was hoping to win the Caliphate 
for himself, but opposition at 
home and abroad rendered his 
claim a failure. 

King Abdul-Aziz of Saudi 
Arabia seemed to be the most 
convenient person for the 
Caliphate. However, he believed 
that the time was not ripe either 
for himself as a King or for his 
State to try that cause. Although 
King Abdul-Aziz did not openly 
oppose the idea of holding a Con- 
gress in Cairo, he did not want to 
.enhance the prestige of a rival. Ibn 
Saud, like many other Muslims 


both outside and inside Egypt, was 
convinced that King Fouad was 
not the qualified and suitable can- 
didate for the Caliphate, espe- 
cially for the most important 
reason that he and his country 
were under foreign control. The 
resolutions of the Cairo Congress 
which met from 1 3- 1 9. May 1 926 
were, in the main, negative, 

In 1931 another Islamic Con- 
gress was held in Jerusalem under 
the supervision of Amin al- 
Husayni, Mufti of Jerusalem, but 
nothing came out of it. Since then 
the matter has remained unresol- 
ved, for which the nationalistic 
tendencies in the Islamic countries 
may be held responsible. 

The last attempt at reviving the 
Caliphate was King Faruq's ambi- 
tion to the claim when he aspired 
to possess the power of Qurayshi 
descent, but che idea was rejected ' 
locally by the Wafed party and 
externally by all the Arab coun- 
tries. 


Most scholars agree that the 
real Caliphate lasted only during 
the RushJhn era. Afterwards il 
became a form of despotism. 
Despite the weakness of the 
Caliphate, especially during the 
Ottoman Empire, it remained a 
symbol of Islamic solidarity and 
Muslim strength in the eyes of the 
believers all over the Muslim 
World. As a result, the Caliphate 
was an important weapon of resist- 
ing European imperialism inspile 
of its weakness. 

Unfortunately the Caliphate 
had been already abolished, and 
all of those attempts which took 
place in the modern limes lo 
revive it were only attempts to win 
religious popularity among the 
Muslim people which would give 
more political power to the posi- 
tion of their leaders. As men- 
'iioned before, all of these' 


attempts came to nothing. 

It does not necessarily follow 
that the dream of reviving the 
Caliphate cannot be realized. It 
can be realized if the Muslim 
World would become realistic 
enough to take into consideration 
the changing world circumstances. 
The Islamic World should also 
adapt the principles and concep- 
tions of the Caliphate to the 
changing aspect of our times. 

It must be added here that Mus- 
lim Nations should look forward 
to achieving Islamic solidarity, 
. domination, and unity. Here 
comes the role played by Saudi 
Arabia as a unifying factor of the 
Muslim World and a leader of the 
Islamic faith. To achieve this goal, 
Saudi Arabia is working bard to 
live up to her responsibility neces- 
.sitated by her unique religious 
' 'position.

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Yen gets pummelling from rallying dollar 
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LONDON. Dec. 14 (AP) - 
The dollar firmed on the world’ j* 
money markers Friday as the price 
of gold eased ' from Thursday s 
record highs. 

Gold was quoted in morning 
trading at $ 458 a troy ounce in 
both London and Zurich, 
Europe* s major bullion centers. K 
closed Thursday at $ 462.75, an 
all-time high, in London and in 
Zurich at S 459. 

The dollar recovered sharply in 
Tokyo against the yen in the 
aftermath of Japan's worst 
monthly trade deficit this year. It 
closed at 243.10 yen, well above 
Thursday’s 2J8.95 yen and more 
;than 10 yen higher than Monday’ s 
close of 231.25. 

The dollar's Firmness continued 
in quiet European trading as the 
markets wind down in advance of 
the Christmas and New Year holi- 


days. But dealers were still digest- 
ing the news of oil price increases 
by major producers. 

Morning dollar rates in key 
Europe, compared with Thurs- 
day's late rates; 

Frankfurt — 1.7575 marks, up 
from 1.7341. 

Zurich — 1.6042 Swiss francs, 
up from 1.5973. 

Paris — 4.080 French francs, up 
from 4.0660. 

Milan — 813.55 lire, up from 
812.50. 

Amsterdam — 1.9155 guilders 
up from 1.9105. 

In London it took 2.1975 dol- 
lars to buy a pound Friday morn- 
ing compared to $ 2.2068 late 
Thursday. 

Tokyo currency dealers attri- 
buted the dollar's climb to the S 
2.194-billion foreign trade deficit 
for November, "the worst this 


year." Japan's import figures went 
up by 47.5 per cent last month 
compared to a mere 2.2-per cent 
rise in exports. 

The Japanese Central Bank was 
reported to have sold dollars 
towards the end of the trading day 
in an attempt to prevent the 
American currency from rising 
too high. 

Japanese traders said the dollar 
also firmed on reports that some 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEO have decided to raise 


their crude oil prices by $ 6 a bar- 
rel. The news wasn't especially 
good for the dollar, but it was 
worse for the yen because Japan 
imports more than 99 per cent of 
its oil. 

Dealers said market particip- 
ants were a bit preoccupied with 
the OPEC meetings opening in 
Caracas Monday. An Amsterdam 
trader remarked that the oil 
price increases announced Thurs- 
day were" just a prelude" to a new 
round of general OPEC increases 
ikely to emerge from the meeting. 


World agricultural output 
falls for 1st time in years 


OPEC fund for poor to be urged 


ALGIERS. Dec. 14 (R) — 
Algeria has announced it will 
propose to the forthcoming con- 
ference of the Organization of 
Petroleum Countries (OPEC) 
that it set up a bank to help the 
world* s poor countries. 

The new financial institution, if 
accepted by OPEC oil ministers 
meeting next week in Caracas, will 
contribute decisively to a new 
international order, the Algerian 
news agency said. Thursday. 

The agency said that existing 
organizations such as the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) are 
under Western control and do not 


meet poor nations' needs. 

The proposed OPEC Bank for 
Economic Development and 
Cooperation will finance the poor 
countries’ payments deficits and 
development projects on reason- 
able terms, it said. 

It will help these countries 
develop their energy sources and. 
raw materials and guarantee their 
credit. 

Meanwhile. British officials 
Thursday, said an international 
commission will this weekend 
finalize plans for a new' world 
development agency to help nar- 
row the gap between rich and poor 
countries. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP) 
— World agricultural production 
dropped in 1979 for the first time 
in seven years, with virtually all of 
the decline occurring in developed 
countries, the U.S. .Agriculture 
Department has said. 

“ Production in the developed 
countries, including the U.S.S.R. 
and Eastern Europe, fell almost 3 
per cent in 1979, while output in 
the developing countries held 
nearly steady, " the department’s 
outlook board said, Thursday. 

Agricultural output dropped 
" in all major industrialized coun- 
tries, except in the United 
States,” including a 12 per cent 
decline in the Soviet Union's out- 
put. 

In the United States, where 
formers harvested bumper crops 
this year, agricultural output

" The 1979 declines in food 
output, on a per capita basis, were 
approximately equal in both the 
developed and developing coun- 
tries, ” the report said. " Popula- 
tion continues to grow about 2 per 
cent annually in the developing 
countries while remaining constant 
or increasing minimally in the 
developed countries. ”

Canada to call new elections after Clark’s fall 


OTTAWA., Dec. 14 (R) — The six- 
mo nth-old Canadian government was defe- 
ated in parliament Thursday night and Prime 
Minister Joe Clark is expected to call a gen- 
eral elecdon for early next year. 

The government fell by six votes, on a con- 
fidence vote on a tough budget it announced 
■on Tuesday. 

Clark. 40-year-old leader of the Progres- 
sive Conservative Party, was expected to res- 
ign at a meeting with Governor- General Ed 
Schreyer later Friday and to announce his 
election plans straight afterwards. 

He said in a statement that he accepted 
parliament’s vote but remained committed to 
the mandate given him in general elections 
last May. which installed him in power at the 
head of a minority government. 

"The opposition parties refused to make 
this minority parliament work.” he said. “ I 
remain committed to the mandate Canadians 
gave us last May. 1 want to get on with govern- 
ing Canada.” 

The government was roppled by 1 39 votes 
to 133 on a motion by the New Democratic 
Party (NDP) condemning it for breaking 
election pledges in the budget. 

After surviving several votes earlier in the 
two-month-old session, the conservatives

finally fell Thursday because the opposition 
was united, three of its own members were 
unavoidably absent and the five MPs of the 
Soda! Credit party — who had previously 
propped up the government — decided to 
abstain. 

The opposition, led by Liberal Party chief 
Pierre Trudeau, was solidly hostile to the 
government budget for next year, and espe- 
cially to planned rises in the cost of gasoline.

Final Portuguese votes 

Sa Carneiro majority confirmed 


LISBON, Portugal, Dec. 14 { AP) — The 
center-right Democratic Alliance (AD), led 
by lawyer Francisco Sa Carneiro, emerged 
horn parliamentary elections Dec. 2 with a 
three-seat majority, according to the final 
tally released Thursday. 

The alliance earned the right to form a 
government, PortugaF s first non-leftist 
cabinet since 1974 revolution, before the end 


of the year. 

In final vote counting of ballots cast by 
Portuguese citizens living abroad, Sa Car- 
neiro' s coalition of Social Democrats.

NDP leader Ed Broadbent reacted with an 
election-style statement, noting that Clark’s 
party won only 36 per cent of the popular 
vote last May, and offering to provide Cana- 
dians with serious and direct leadership, 
which, he said, the prime minister had not 
given. 

There was no immediate comment from 
Trudeau, who was prime minister for II 
years until his defeat last May. But senior 
Liberals said they were trying to persuade 
him to lead the party in the expected election. 

Trudeau, stunned the nation last month by 
announcing that he was quitting as Liberal 
leader by next March because he felt a new 
party chief should fight the election. 

But at that time, another general election 
was not expected until next summer or 
autumn at the earliest. 

The Liberals have scheduled a convention 
for next March to choose the next leader. But 
there was speculation that Trudeau might 
offer to stay on for a fixed number of months 
or years to provide continuity. 


Despite reluctance on all sides for an elec- 
tion campaign in the harsh Canadian winter, 
an election would probably be held in Febru- 
ary, the coldest month. 

The present 282-seat parliament, the 31st 
since the Canadian confederation was 
founded 112 years ago, was expected to hold 
its last sitting before dissolution Friday. 

Party standings, slightly altered by deaths 
and by-elections since last May’s election, 
were : Progressive Conservatives 136, Liber- 
als 114 (including speaker, or chairman, 
James Jerome, who does not normally count 
for voting purposes). NDP 27 and Social 
Credit five. 

The defeat of Clark* s government in a par- 
liamentary vote of no-confidence over 
budget proposals rounded off a year which 
saw him from virtual obscurity to victoiy over 
the charismatic Pierre Trudeau. 

The man who was dubbed "Joe Who?” by 
many Canadian newspapers and magazines 
had held elective office only once and had led 
his party for only three years when be beat 
the Liberals after they had been in power for 
16 years. 11 of them under Prime Minister 
Trudeau.

Carlos, whose real name is Bich 
Ramirez Sanchez; revealed that he went 
to Lord Sief s London flat in December, 
1973, armed with a Baretta pistol and 
ordered the butler at gunpoint to call his 
master. 

When Lord Sief came out, Carlos shot 
him in the face. 


“ But somehow he survived ” said the 
guerrilla leader who in 1975 kidnapped 
the oil ministers of some of the world's 
richest nations in Vienna.

200 dead in Colombia quake 


BOGOTA, Colombia, Dec. 14 (AP) — Torrential rains prevented 
aircraft from delivering medicine, food and other relief supplies 
Thursday to earthquake-stricken areas along Colombia's Pacific coast 
where at least 200 persons were reported killed. 

Search parties found the bodies of more victims of the major earth- 
quake as they dug through tons of mud, trees, boards and other debris, 
covering the remains of hundreds of houses. About 50 towns and 
villages suffered heavy damage, the Colombian Red Cross said. Six 
small fishing villages were swept away by a 3-meter-high wave that 
followed the earthquake early Wednesday.

Salisbury shuts Nkomo offices 


SALISBURY, Dec. 14, (Agencies) — 
Rhodesian police, technically under the command 
of new British governor Lord Soames, Friday 
closed down the offices of guerrilla leader Joshua 
Nkomo' s Zimbabwe African Peoples Union 
(ZAPU), a police spokesman said. 

Nkomo' s followers briefly opened their offices in 
central Salisbury Thursday after a demonstration to 
protest against tire continuing ban on ZAPU and its 
partner in the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance, the 
Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU) of 
Robert Mugabe. 

Mugabe and Nkomo are both in London attend- 
ing peace talks that have so far failed to reach 
agreement on a ceasefire to end the seven-year war. 

The police spokesman said the ZAPU offices 
were closed because the organization is still banned. 

Lord Soames, governing Rhodesia with sweeping 
powers, has made clear that the bans on ZANU and 
ZAPU will remain until the leaders of the two par- 
ties agree to a ceasefire. 

Cephas Msipa, Nkomo' s representative in Salis- 
bury, was questioned by police in connection wiJi 
the rally and later released. Msipa said at least 10 
ZAPU members had been detained after the 
demonstration, but police said no arrests had been 
made. 

Nationalists had been expecting the ban on 
ZANU and ZAPU to be lifted once British rule was 
restored and the rebellion formally ended. 

Msipa said be had contacted British officials 
about the likelihood of the ban being lifted. 

“ They said it would only be lifted when a cease- 
fire was agreed ” he said. 

A key stumbling block to a ceasefire was cleared 
Thursday when guerrillas relented to British pres- 
sure and disclosed the size of their forces. 

British spokesman Nicholas Fenn said he was 
“confident” the talks would end in agreement later 
this week. But a Patriotic Front envoy warned that 
“serious issues" were still unsolved. 


Lord Carrington, chairman of the 1 4- week 
negotiations between the Front and Salisbury’s 
biracial government, was returning from a NATO 
meeting in Brussels Thursday night to map out 
strategy for clinching an agreement. 

Fenn's optimistic forecast followed what were 
called “valuable” talks between Sir Ian Gilmour, 
Carrington's deputy and Front leaders Nkomo and 
Mugabe at Lancaster House. 

It was there that the guerrillas provided Britain at 
last with details of the size of their forces harbored 
inside Rhodesia and in the neighboring "front-line" 
African states — Mozambique, Tanzania, and 
Zambia. 


England strong 
in Aussie Test 


PERTH, Australia, Dec. 14 (Agencies) — Lion 
hearted all-rounder Ian Botham had Australia’s 
batsmen on the rack here Friday, taking four Wick- 
ets to put England in a strong position on the first 
day of the first cricket Test. 

At the close Australia were 232 for eight with 
Botham having the fine figures of four for 67 from 
31 overs in a bowling effort that was Mainly 
responsible for Australia's meager score. 

Australia would have been in even deeper trouble 
without a fighting 99 by vice captain Kim Hughes 
who came to the Wicket when his side were struggl- 
ing at 20 for three in the first hour of the match.
